1948 


Although 1948 now history, the complete story 
last year’s poliomyelitis outbreak yet written. 

the basis provisional tabulations, however, 
certain that 1948 not only set record for the total 
number cases reported California, but established 
well new all-time high case rate. 

Total cases reported 1948 reached 5,796. The rate 
per 100,000 population was 59.2. 

all California, only four counties—San Be- 
nito, Alpine, Sierra and Del Norte—did not report 
single case. 

The peak the outbreak for the State whole 
was reached September, although Merced County 
had its highest incidence early May. 

Almost percent all the cases reported for the 
year among children under ten years age. 
Individuals over twenty accounted for percent the 
reported cases. 

the present writing, tabulation deaths due 
polio has been made through October only. During this 
ten-month period, deaths totaled 261. these, per- 
cent were among children under ten years age with 
percent among persons over twenty.

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Incidence Many Major Diseases 
Declines 1948 


Balancing the books California’s general health 
the year 1948, the State Department Public 
Health finds the debit major polio partly 
offset reduced incidence other impor- 
tant diseases, comparison with 1947. 

Californians 1948 had less encephalitis, diph- 
theria, food poisoning, infectious pneumonia, para- 
typhoid fever, malaria, scarlet fever, tuberculosis, 
typhoid fever, undulant fever, venereal disease, and 
whooping cough. 

Although the State gained over two hundred thou- 
sand people 1948, case reports for syphilis and gon- 
orrhea each dropped approximately five thousand. 
The tuberculosis death rate continued many years 
decrease reach provisional 1948 rate 33.6 deaths 
per 100,000 population. 

1948 did less well California children the 
diseases chickenpox, measles, Ger- 
man measles, and mumps. Sizable outbreaks which 
1948 have been expected, because the State 
has large population nonimmune youngsters born 
during the past several years. 

The diseases also received special attention 
from medical and public health authorities Cali- 
fornia during the year just ended. the direction 
the Legislature, extensive ‘‘chronic disease investi- 
gation’’ conducted throughout the State inquired into 
medical and social aspects such diseases cancer, 
heart disease, diabetes, and rheumatism. sum- 
marized the lead article this issue.

With exhaustion its surplus supply dried 
plasma, the American Red Cross discontinued distribu- 
tion the civilian medical practice December 31, 
1948.
